tomobile. it is essential that there 
be a clearer 
definition 
*nd under- 


standing of the rights of the motor- 
ists. 
Their bill of rights must be 


predicated on national acceptance of 
certain fundamental principles. 


"First, we do not need 3.000 laws 


to be introduced into legislatures, as 
w«s the case last year, for the regu- 
lation of the automobile. What we 
need above all is simplification and 
uniformity, not only in motor ve- 
hicle laws, but in traffic regulation 
as well. 


Second, the year 1925 clearly 


demonstrated that our present sys- 
tem of motor vehicle taxation is not 
only unscientific and inequitable, but 
also 
highly 
discriminatory. 
The 


motor vehicle has become so import- 
ant as an agency of commence and 
transportation that it is high time 
that we got away from the present 
haphazard 
methods of 
taxing it.
